This  union  of  Regular  and 
Separate  Baptists  in  Kentucky 
follows  a  pattern  already  set  in 
North  Carolina  and  Virginia. 
The  two  groups  were  united  in 
North  Carolina  in  17M,  and  Reg¬ 
ulars  and  Separates  *became 
“United  Baptists”  in  Virginia 
the  following  year. 

After  their  union,  Virginia 
Baptists  recommended  that  Reg¬ 
ulars  and  Scjiarates  in  Kentucky 
do  the  same.  .Although  several 
attempts  at  union  have  been 
made,  this  is  the  first  success¬ 
ful  effort  in  Kentucky. 

Regular  And  Separate 

The  main  point  of  difference 
between  Regular  and  Separate 
Baptists  in  Kentucky  has  been 
in  their  attitude  toward  a  con- 
j  fession  of  faith.  The  Separates 
[  heretofore  have  refused  to  ac¬ 
cept  any  creed  except  the  Bible 
I  and  have  been  critical  of  church 
organizations.  Regulars,  on  the 
other  hand,  ha\c  charged  that 
Separates  preached  universal- 
ism  and  practiced  oped  commun¬ 
ion.  Most  of  these  differences 
t  have  disappeared  today .--how- 
'  ever.

Churches  with  the  fijaten\ent  that  "Progress  toward  unity 
is  made  when  churches  meet  together  on  the  basis  of  mu¬ 
tual  respect.”  The  'Statement  was  interpreted  as  notice  by 
the  Council  to  the  Vatican  that  non-Roman  Catholic  Chris¬ 
tian  churches  did  not  intend  to  coYne  hat  in  haqd  if  they 
attended  a  worldwide  ecumenical  council.  The  Council 
stated  that  progress  toward  unity  called  for  “a  full  com¬ 
mitment  on  the  part  of  each  church  to- the  truth  of  the 
gospel,  to  charity  and  to  a  faithful  interpretation  of.  its 
deepest  convictions.”  At  present,  the  proposed  worldwide 
ecumenical  council  is  a  nebulous  proposal  because  so  little 
factual  information  as  to  its  composition,  operation  and 
real  purpose  is  known.  It  was  probably  put  forward  by 
the  Vatican  as  a  “feeler”  to  bring  to  the  fore  some  facts 
^as  to  the  genuine  feeling  of  Protestant  and  Free  Church 
groups,  particularly  in  the  United  States.  It  abo  could 
mean  that  with  Christianity  on  the  defensive  in  so  great 
a  proportion  of  the  world  here  is  developing,  even  in  Ro¬ 
man  Catholicism,  a  sense  of  need  to  draw  the  varied  ele^ 
ments  of  the  church  together  in  order  to  meet  the  tide  of 
humanistic  atheism  which  has  gained  tremendous  power 
over  nations  in  the  past  fifteen  years.  We  can  only  wait 
and  see.

intensely  personal  basis.  Yet  he 
reminded  her  of -her  group  situ¬ 
ation.  By  this  means  he  revealed 
to  her  that  he  knew  her  sinful 
condition  but  that  he  was  ex¬ 
pecting  her  to  go  back  into  that 
same  environment  and  bear  a 
dynamic  witness  of  redeeming 
grace. 

Sends  ‘Into  The  World’ 

Jesus  saved  a  demoniac  but 
refused  to  let  him  follow.  He 
wanted  him  to  be  a  living  testi¬ 
mony  in  his  own  environment. 
When  Christ  saves  an  individual 
he  does  not  usually  take  him  out 
of  his  environment.  He  sends 
him  “into  the  world.”
